Bonus Likely to Be Shelved 


for This Session as Hard- 
ing Issues a "Hurry-Up" 
Order. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—President 


Harding tonight again "put the spurs" 
to Congress to hasten enactment of 
certain domestic legislation. He Im- 
pressed upon the legislators the fact 
that the whole world waits for the 
United States to ratify the treaties 
and agreements negotiated 
at the 


arms conference. 
It was announced at the White 


House that the president ha dsum- 
rnoned the members of the steering 
committees of both houses to the 
White House for a general legisla- 
tive conference. 
The conferees first 


dined with the chief executive and 
then went Into conference. 


Beyond a statement that it was to 


be a general conference on congres- 
sional activities in connection with 
the enactment of legislation previous- 
ly determined upon for the present 
session and the fact that the new tar- 
riff bill would be touched upon, no 
special details of the programme were 


iven. 
There is strong reason for the be- 


lief, however, that the president urg- 
ed the 
necessity for 
immediately 


clearing 
the way for the discussion 


and ratification of the arms conference 
treaties by the Senate. 
This, it was 


pointed out, could only be obtained 
by the prompt enactment of both 
the tariff and bonus legislation. 


Congress is pledged absolutely to 


pass at this session a permanent tar- 
iff measure. 
The pledge is not so 


strong in connection with bonus leg- 
islation, and there is a growing be-

necessary funds and the unqualified 
efusal of the president even to con- 
sider a bill that depends upon for- 
eign debts arrangements, the bonus 
will be shelved for this session.

Sleeping Sickness

the unusual conditions existing at the 
juncture of the curved Columbia road 
wall to the stage wall." 
In a clear voice, almost ironical. 


Col. Kelly for forty minutes had de- 
tailed to the jury and'300 grim-faced 
spectators, many relatives of the dead 
and injured caught in the wreck, the 
series of "glaring" conditions which 
led up to the crash. As he concluded 
the story leading from the final slip- 
ping of a small flange, long-twisted 
from its place, supporting a beam 
near the front of the building, and the 
consequent sweeping collapse of the 
ponderous steel 
structure 
from the 


front left corner back through the 
entire building, burying the theater 
audience. 
Col: Kelly picked up his 


report and read the twenty-one points 
of "inferior work." 
The series of faults, naming no in- 


dividual as responsible, left the audi- 
ence stunned, while members of the 
jury 6 feet in front of the veteran ar- 
my engineer pat fixed in their seats 
staring in apparent amazement at Col. 
Kelly, as Coroner Nevitt adjourned 
the inquest until today at 10 o'clock.

will be worked out as time goes on. 
but they will be based on the rec- 
ommendations of Chairman Lasker, 
of the Shipping Board, anc? whose 
ideas, in turn, are founded on fhe ad- 
vice of experts who have studied the 
question thoroughly. 
The primary object' in view is to 


nut American shipping on an equal 
plane with that of Great Britain, our 
principal maritime competitor. 


In general, the main features of 


the subsidy are understood to be: 
First: That the profits of the op- 


erator will be limited by law. 


Second: Government aid will be of 


an indirect character, exqept where 
u 
reasonable profit 
is not 
possible 


and where it is desirable to maintain 
the flag regardless of lowered profit. 


Third: The necessary aid will ex- 


tend to the operators and to the per- 
sonnel on the ships, the first being 
Accomplished by means of allotting a 
share of the customs levied on the 
goods brought over and the second 
by making the crews a part of the 


naval reserve and thu? giving 
increased pay. 


This latter proposal is of Consider- 


able importance in the scheme, as 
American ships' crevs ar--> among th* 
hiphPst paid and best fared for afloat.
